Pecora said investors in the 
Pennroad Corporation had ost 
more than $100,000,000. Kahn agreed 
that would be. true if all the stock 
sold was held to the present day, 
when it is selling around 3% and 4.

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PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD 
REPAYING $9,500,000 
OF LOAN FROM R. F, C.

WASHINGTON, June 30. 
HE Reconstruction Finance. 
Cerporation announced to- 
day that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad ha drepaid $5,000,000 
of the $27,000,000 it had bor- 
rowed from the corporation 
and would repay an additional 
$4,500,000 Wednesday. 

Few railroads have repaid 
substantial amounts on the 
huge sums borrowed from the 
relief agency and the action 
was regarded by corporation 
officials as indicative of im- 
proving business for the carri- 
ers. 


The $5,000,000 was turned over 
to the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank for the corpora- 
tion’s account. 

At the same time, the corpo- 
ration announced that the 
Pennsylvania had said it would 
mot need $600,000 which re— 
mained from an R. F. C. au- 
thorization of $2,000,000 to the 
railroad for work relief.

JUNE THIS YEAR HOTTEST 
ON RECORD, ONE OF DRYEST 


Last Night Warmest of Month 
With Mercury Never Dropping 
Below 8&2. 


This month was the hottest June 
ever recorded in St. Louis. Yes- 
terday’s 100-degree temperature 
brought the average to 81.6, or 6.6 
degrees above the June .normal, 75 
degrees. The rainfall, with .15 inch 
recorded by the downtown Weather 
Bureau gauge, is the second lowest 
recorded here in June. Low was 
1 inch in 1914. Normal June rain- 
fall is 3.82 inches. 

Last night, with the mercury 
never dropping below 82, was the 
hottest of the month. June tem- 
peratures at 100 and up are com- 
mon here. The average was 
brought up by the extraordinary 
procession 


mercury reached 90 or higher, in- 
cluding 19 days at 95 plus. Only 
two other June averages above 80 
degrees have been recorded here— 
80.6 in 1901 and 81.1 in 1914. 

The only cool periods were the 
first four days and the refreshing 
period of June 12-16, when the tem- 
perature dropped to 56 on the four- 
teenth.

The chief executive made this 
view known here today after being 
advised of London dispatches quot- 
ing “high British quarters” as say- 
ing .they understood that Mr. 


»| Roosevelt had replied favorably to 


a plea to prevent erratic fluctua- 
tions of the dollar. 

If anything js to be done in the 
way of stabilization just now, Mr. 
Roosevelt thinks ‘t must be accom- 
plished through central banks. 
Moreover, he regards the issue as 
too greatly involved for solution 
within 48 hours or a week by the 
world economic conference. 

Calis Attention to Deficit. 

Also there is another vital point 
in his opinion. That is, how can 
stabilization be accomplished when 
a government is running about 
$500,000,000 a year behind its 
budget? 

There is very evidently the ques- 
tion of whether those nations now 
on the gold standard can remain 
there and whether any stabilization 
of a permanent character is to be 
attempted, until all currencies are 
put to sea to find their own levels. 

Views on Dollar Fiuctuations. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Roosevelt does 
not regard the fluctuations of the 
dollar in international exchange as 
in any way affecting internal econ- 
omy. 

As for the fluctuations of the dol- 
lar he thinks these fluctuations 
have been only one way—downward 
—in other words, a spiral rather 
than a gyration. 

It is the understanding of the ad- 
ministration that the world bankers 
are talking about stabilization, tem- 
porary at least, but not getting very 
far, so far. 

Mr. Roosevelt took time off on 
his vacation at the family’s old 
home here on the edge of the water 
to talk with newspaper men. 

He said he had received no com- 
munications from the London con- 
ference for the last three days and 
he did not appear alarmed about 
progress over there. 

The authoritative Roosevelt views 
are regarded as definitely laying 
aside the stabilization controversy 
so far as the United States is con- 
cerned until the economic confer- 
ence has accomplished other things 
and waited for a real showdown on 
currency levels. 

The President was planning his 
departure from here on board the 
cruiser Indianapolis for tomorrow 
afternoon, in keeping with his oriz- 
inal schedule, but he says “God per- 
mitting.” It all depends on the 
weather and if there is a fog he 
won't hesitate to remain at this 
retreat for the week-end.

LONDON, June 30.—Leaders of 
the chief delegations at the world 
economic conference, ' including 
Raymond Moley, American Assist- 
ant Secretary of State, reassembled 
at No. 10 Downing Street late to- 
night to deal with any ‘message 
from America which might assist 
in solving the menacing deadlock 
over currency stabilization. 

Tonight’s meeting at the resi- 
dence of Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald was another of a long series 
of private discussions that sought 
to find an agreement which would 
reassure the European gold bloc 
and halt excessive fluctuations of 
the dollar. Besides Moley and Mac- 
Donald, representatives of France 
and other countries on the gold 
standard were at this meeting.

This was not granted, Judge Faris 
stating that the “extent of punish- 
ment” due in the case was a dif- 
ficult question. The only punish- 
ment he inflicted was deprivation 
of future use of the Meletio name. 


CAR LOADINGS INCREASE 
16,737 DURING LAST WEEK 


105,675 Higher Than for the Same 


WASHINGTON, June 20. — The 
American Railway Association an- 
nounced today that revenue freight 
loadings for the week ended June 
24 was 604,668 cars, an increase of 
16,737 over the preceding week and 
105,675 over the same week in 1922. 

Miscellaneous freight loaded dur- 
ing the week of June 24 was 231,- 
966 cars, an increase of 2450 over 
the preceding week and 41,963 over 
the corresponding week of 1932; 
less than carlot merchandise 169,- 
902 cars, an increase of 1372 over 
the preceding week but 4465 below 
last year; grain and grain products, 
38,341, increase 194 and 10,731; for-

President Loafs at Summer 
Home on Canadian Island 
After Completing Cruise 
Up Coast. 


PLANS TO START ~ 
BACK TOMORROW 


Will Return on Cruiser In- 
dianapolis—All of Family 
With Him Except EI- 
liott. 


CAMPOBELLO ISLAND, N. B., 
June 30.—President Roosevelt to- 
day loafed on this Canadian is- 
land, his boyhood summer play- 
ground, after completion yesterday 
of his cruise up the Atlantic coast 
on the schooner Amberjack Il. He 
arrived here after fighting a four- 
day fog but the sun had broken 
through when he reached Campo- 
‘bello harbor. 

Welcomed by his Canadian 
neighbors, he said: “This reception 
is the finest expression of perma- 
nent friendship between nations 
that we could possibly have. I am 
glad that I had with me the Amer- 
itan chairman to the Geneva arms 
conference, Mr. Norman H. Davis. 
Now he will go back and tell them 
he has seen with his own eyes 
what a border without fortification 
means between two great nations.” 

Replying to inquiries about the 
London economic conference, 
Roosevelt said he had heard notb- 
ing about reports of a new crisis 
at the parley on monetary stabil- 
ization. Obviously he wants oth- 
er things done at London before 
that is undertaken. 

Today the President relaxed and 
talked with his family. They were 
all here—the sons, excepting Elliott, 
but including his wife, and the 
daughters-in-law, Mrs. Roosevelt 
and the two boys, Franklin Jr. and 
John. Tomorrow Roosevelt plans 
to leave aboard the waiting cruiser 
Indianapolis for Washington. 

It has been 12 years since Roose- 
velt came here. On the last occa- 
sion he was stricken with an at- 
taek of infantile paralysis. 

Yesterday he talked and shook 
hands with old neighbors, but this 
time as the President of the Unit- 
ed States. Tears came to the eyes 
of the residents who knew him as 
a carefree boy, to the sailors who 
taught him the wind and tides of 
this treacherous bay. It was “Ed- 
die” and “John” and so on, as they 
came beside his car to greet him 


Mrs. Roosevelt sent for Capt. 
“Eddie” Lank. She and the Presi- 
dent remembered him as the one 
who knew the ocean and took an 
interest in his welfare. 

“How are you, Eddie? You don’t 
look a day older,” greeted Roose 
velt. ; 

Hanging on to the President's 
hand, the aged “Eddie” remarked: 
“I just want to say I could see this 
coming many years ago.”

Economist Calls Plan||

WASHINGTON, June 30. — The 
cotton textile industry committee 


today proposed to administrators 
of the industrial recovery att a 
minfmum wage of $12 for workers 
in Southern and $13 weekly for 
workers in Northern mills. 

The new proposal of the manu- 
facturers came after conferences 


in some of which Hugh S. Johason, 
administrator of the act, partici- 
pated. The original provision of 
the code provided for a wage of 
$10 in the South and $11. in the 
North. | 

The statement of the operators 
was read at the hearing by George 
A. SI head of the Textile Insti- 
tute, and chairman of the manu- 
facturers’ committee. 

The revised code would leave the 
40-hour work week unchanged. 

Johnson congratulated the tex- 
tile operators for the “patriotic 
spirit” in which they led the way 
under the recovery act. 

Dr. Alexander Sachs, the 
chief economist of the administra- 
tion, Johnson was told that a study, 
had shown that the $12 and $13 
minimum wage would restore the 
workers to the purchasing power 
existent before the depression and 
would take care of the increased 
cost in living which is expected to 
come. 

Sachs also corroborated a state- 
ment by Johnson that the 40-hour 
week would absorb some 100,000 
workers. 

The new compromise agreement 
was reached at a conference of 
mill owners in a hotel here. 

The attitude of labor remained to 
be announced, its spokesmen hav- 
ing objected to the 40-hour weék 
as well as the first wage proposals. 

At the hearing, and before Bloan

Says Recovery Act Calls Business 
Man’s Bluff.

CHICAGO, June 30.—The nation-

Some salient statements, as Cates 
answered the questions his au- 
dience pressed on him: 

“The act can’t be considered an 
umbrella to hold ovér bad invést- 
méntés or uneconomic units. It can't 
give value where none exists. Prices 
ought not to be so sét as to pro 
vide a profit for the most ¢x- 
pensive producers. 

“Wages will depend on the céili 
of income. It is edntemplated, 
however, that those who can’t exist 
without paying starvation | 
will go out of the picture or await 
their day. This act does not end 
the right to strike.” 

“It would seem that in the nat- 
ural resource industries, there 
would need to be some control of 
pricés, hot unreasonable, and some 
restriction of production.”

B., June 30.—The fog didn’t lift 
Wednesday night, after all, so we 
spent one more day at anchor. It 
was time well spent, for Mr. Nor- 
man Davis and the skipper (Presi- 
dent Roosevelt), did a tremendous 
amount of work and provided much 
food for thought for the crew. 

After supper—the first real meal 
by John Cutter since his return— 
found the Skipper talking on 
brightly in a discussion about Rus- 
sia. Franklin and Paul went aboard 
the Ellis to watch the movies. Mr. 
Davis and I took on the bridge 
champions of the navy and lost, 
after three close rubbers. 

Just before we left the Amber- 
jack the Skipper announced his 
decision to get under way, no mat- 
ter what the weather, and get to 
Campobellio. The decision caused 
consternation among the navy men. 
They were loud in their protests 
that if the fog still held it was in- 
advisable for the Skipper to teke 
any risk, but they did not reckon 
with the Skipper’s knowledge of the 
coast and his determination to 
reach his destination aboard his 
own boat. 

About 8 a. m._ yesterday, 
the two destroyers fast at their 
anchorage, the Skipper at the 
wheel and Paul Rust giving him 
the course, the Amberjack set out 
in a dense fog for Campobelio. The 
log streamed, and, with Franklin 
holding the wheel, we made out 
from Oak Island between Libby 
Island and the Brothers. 

Everything worked like clock- 
work, and between accurate steer- 
ing of the Skipper and Rust’s ex- 
act courses and distances, we had 
every sail and spar right there. 
As we shaped the course from Lib- 
by Island, the fog still held thick, 


with 


but we picked up a little breeze 
and hoisted all sails and every now 
and then we could hear the two 
power boats blowing, their fog- 
horns astern and we knew they 
were taking their course from our 
guiding horn. 

A littie river gas and whistle buoy 
was all we sighted astern. When 
you realize that 200 yards either 
side meant we could not have seen, 
you have some idea of the Skipper’s 
accuracy. 

The fog began to lift a little and 
Eastquoddy Head and Campobello 
loomed just ahead. We rounded 
the head. The breeze sprang up 
from the southwest and cleared 
the air completely. We dropped 
anchor and all hands went below 
to dig out clean clothes and clean 
up. 

Then, at 2 o'clock, 
sail and again made around the 
narrow to the lovely old town of 
Lubec. As we rounded into Friar 
Bay, the cruiser Indianapolis came 
into view. Whata ship! The crew 
manned the rail and as we shot 
by stood at attention while the 
band played the “Star-Spangled 
Banner.” We dipped our colors 
and stood at attention also, then 
the big guns boomed out a 21-gun 
salute. It was very impressive and 
quite a sight in this beautiful set- 
ting. 

We ran over past the Eastport 
docks, which were crowded with 
people. A fleet of fishing vessels 
then swung by and we gave each 
other a salute. At last we swung 
over to Campobello and the Skip- 
per landed us neatly alongside the 
pier in Welsh pool. 

For the first time in two weeks, 
the Skipper, in white, seemed to 
us awfully dressed up. The whole 
population gave him a royal wel- 
come and we all hope he got as big 
a thrill out of it as we did in being 
spectators.

HEARING JULY 13° 
ON HAY'S APPEAL 
FOR GAS RATE CUT 


State Board Acts on Pilea, 
Made After Laclede’s Re- 
fusal to Grant Voluntary 
Reduction. - 


City Counselor Hay’s plea for 
lower gas rates, made to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission yesterday 
after the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
had refused to make a voluntary 
rate reduction, will be heard at Jef- 
ferson City July 13. The date was 
fixed today by the commission, 
which accepted Counselor Hay’s 
request as a rate complaint. 

At a recent conference arranged 
by the Public Service Commission, 
Hay suggested a reduction of 5 per 
cent peuding completion of valua- 
tion of Laclede’s property now un- 
der way by Commission engineers. 
Now that Laclede has rejected this 
suggestion, Hay said he will press 
for immediate action by the Com- 
mission and will not limit his re- 
quest to a reduction of 5 per cent. 

Reasons Given for Refusal. 
Hay forwarded to the commis- 
sion the statement given him by 
Laclede executives at a conference 
yesterday afternoon, setting out 
their reasons for not making a re- 
ductioa. These reasons were, 
briefly: 

The appraisal under way by 
commission engineers soon will 
be completed and any arbitrary 
reduction now would be “unfair.” 

The company made a reduction 
Aug. 1, 1932, estimated to cause 
an annuel decrease in its revenue 
of $670,000 below what would have 

been received under the old rates. 

Operating expenses and taxes 
will be increased under the Fed- 

eral Industrial Recovery act, 
probably $350,000 a year. 

The company “has never made 
a fair return upon any reasonable 
fair value of its property devoted 
to service of the public.” 

Figures on Decrease. 

The company asserted that the 
reduction proposed, acded to that 
made last year, would cause a de- 
crease of $1,020,000 in the amount 
available for return. 

The statement concluded that in 
view of the reasons given, “It is im- 
possible for the company at this 
time to grant an arbitrary rate 
reduction, and it is believed that 
after reviewing these facts any 
fair-minded consumer of gas 
would not make a request for a 
further reduction. Especially is 
this true since within a very short 
period the Public Service Commis- 
sion will make adjustments in the 
rates if any are warranted after 
considering all the relevant facts.” 

Hay said he was disappointed; 
he considercd his request very mod- 
erate, especially as the Real Es- 
tate Exchange had enqgestes a 20 
per cent reduction. 

The Exchange today asked Hay 
for a meeting with him to discuss 
the gas rates and stated it wished 
to be a party to any action he may 
take for a reduction. 

The reduction of last year, re- 
ferred to by the company, was in 
connection with the introduction of 
natural gas for mixing with manu- 
factured gas. A new schedule was 
put in effect, estimated by the 
company to afford saving of about 
6 per cent in consumers’ bills in 
the aggregate. 

Representatives of the company 
who conferred with Hay were E. 
P. Gosling, president; E. L. White, 
secretary-treasurer, and Robert W. 
Otto, general counsel.

In this connection, the note says 
that “to accept a reduction in yield 
to 12 bushels an acre would be a 
negation of all efforts made by Aus- 
tralian farmers to improve their ef- 
ficiency.” Acceptance of these fig- 
ures would provide a crop figure 
of about 16,000,000 acres, on which a 
15 per cent reduction is to be con- 
sidered.

Besides taking preliminary steps 
to harmonize their own affairs with 
the national act, the labor repre- 
sentatives appointed a committee to 
make plans for organizing the un- 
organized workers in this district 
under authority of the recovery act. 
This committee, to consist of the 
officers of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union and 15 other labor 
representatives, will meet Monday 
night to adopt a program, which 
will be reported at an open meeting 
next Thursday night at Carpenters’ 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Cozens 


avenue. 
g to Shoot At.” 

W. M. Brandt, acting secretary of 
the Central Trades, who presented 
the resolution on wages and hours, 
explained that the recommenda- 
tions were “something to shoot at 
when codes of the various indus- 
tries werep reesnted to the Wash- 
ington administration for ap- 
proval.” 

The necessity of workers’ seeing 
that their interests were repre 
sented by codes drawn by employ- 
ers was emphasized by Brandt and 
other speakers who told the 200 
men and women present that “em- 
ployers are drawing up their codes 
and if you do not get busy you may 
be force dto take what is handed 
The law requires that industrial 
codes must contain stipuJations of 
maximum hours and minimum 
wages and guarantee the right of 
employes to collective bargaining. 
They also must provide that em- 
ployment shall not be conditioned 
on membership or lack of member- 
ship in any labor organization. 

Brandt’s resolution suggested a 
minimum wage of not less than 
$1.50 an hour for skilled labor, with 
an increase of 50 per cent above 
that figure for the building trades 
and other seasonal occupations. In 
support of his plea for high wages, 
Brandt forecast an increase in 
commodity prices by the end of 
1933 of 50 per cent over prices six 
months ago. He urged the lim- 
itation of machine production to 
the end that more hand workers 
may. be employed, and he de 
nounced the use of child labor. 
Piece workers should be paid the 
equivalent of the hourly rate, and 
woman workérs should receive at 
least 75 per cent of the proposed 
minimum wages for men, he said. 

“Many Things for Labor.” 

A. J. Pickett, general chairman 
of thé Brotherhood. of Railway 
Clerks, told the delegates “there are 
many things for labor under the 
Recovery Act, if you can get them.” 
Other speakers advised “getting in 
on the ground floor,” citing the 
case of the textile workers, who 
are presenting their needs to the 
rocovery administration. 

A representative of Belleville 
labor unions, stressing the need for 
organization in many industries, 
reported that a preliminary survey 
in the Belleville district disclosed 
flour mill hands were working 12- 
hour shifts and an eléctrical ap- 
pliance plant was working its em- 
ployes 16 hours a day for wages as 
low as 10 cents an hour. The 
speaker expressed the opinion that 
the electrical plant was piling up 
stock a low cost in the hope of 
Selling its gobds on a higher mar- 
ket later. ‘ 

A group of employes of a St. 
Louis electrical manufacturing con- 
cern attended the meeting to ob- 
tain information relative to organ- 
izing the plant. ‘Similar groups are 
invited to attend the meeting next 
Thursday night, when more définite 
information will be available.

Strength ‘to Guard the 
Continental and Overseas 
“Possessions of the U, S.’ 


By the Associated Press. , 
WASHINGTON, June —* new 


statement of naval -policy, laying 
emphasis on fleet efficiency to sup- 
port national policies and national] 
interests, was made public yester- 
day by the Navy Department. 

The new document, couched in 
strong and concise terms, , was 


drafted by the General Naval 
Board and approved by Secretary 
Swanson on May 10 to replace that 
issued in 1931 following the London 
arms conference. 

Considerable significance was at- 
tached by naval observers to the 
deciaration that it was the Navy’s 
policy to further the development 
of two main home bases for the 
fleet on each coast, as well as the 
plan to build and maintain a fleet 
of all classes of fighting ships of 
the maximum war efficiency as 
permitted by the London treaty. 

Although the statement did not 
name the fleet bases, naval officials 
said the two on the west coast were 
in the Bremerton, Wash., and the 
San Francisco Bay areas, and those 
to be developed on the east coast 
were in the Hampton Roads, Va., 
and Narragansett Bay regions. 

Fundamental Policy. 

The statement.asserted that’ the 
fundamental policy is: 

“To maintain the Navy in suffi- 
cient strength to support the na- 
tional policies and commerce, and 
to guard the continental and over- 
eas possessions of the United 
States.” 

This supplanted a statement in 
the former policy which said “the 
Navy should be maintained in suf- 
ficient strength to support the na- 
tional policies and commerce.” 

Naval observers looked on the 
new policy as reflecting the desire 
of President Roosevelt for a 
stronger navy. 

Among the new principles as 
compared with those in the former 
policy was one “to protect Ameri- 
can-lives and property.” While this 
has been a policy of the Navy tra- 
ditionally, this ig the first time in 
the history of this country it has 
been so stated. 

Maximum War Efficiency. 

After repeating an old policy of 
maintaining a navy second to none 
in conformity with treaty provi- 
sions, the document emphasized 
maximum war efficiency of the 
fleet and the development of the 
navy “to a maximum in battle 
strength and ability to control the 
sea in defense of the nation and 
its interests.” 

Under its shore esteblishment 
principle, the navy stressed: 

“To maintain a shore establish- 
ment cient to sustain the forces 
afloat in peace and capable of ex- 
pansion to meet their. needs ‘in 
emergencies.” 

Other new principles were, 

“To keep in _ commission fully 
Manned and in active training, a

AQUARIUM DOWNTOWN 


Agrees With Mayor’s Aloe 
Plaza Plan; President of 
Zoological Society Doesn't. 


George P. Vierheller, director of 


the St. Louis Zoological Garden, 
joined Mayor Dickmann and Pres- 
ident Brown of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service today in recommending 
that the proposed city aquarium be 
constructed downtown instead of in 
Forest Park. 


George EZ. Dieckman, president of 
the Zoological Society, said he fav- 
ored placing the aquarium in For- 
est Park and that he particularly 
opposed it on Aloe Plaza, across 
the street from Union Station, as 
Brown recommended. 

The bond issue of 1923 provided 
$400,000 for an aquarium to be built 
in Forest Park. However, the 
Zoological Board of Control has 
not favored construction up to now 
‘because it was felt that $400,000 
was not enough to construct an 
adequate aquarium, and because 
the Zoo board has not wanted the 
expense of maintaining an aquari- 
um, to the detriment of other im- 
provements at the Zoo. 

Vierhelier favors placing the 
aquarium downtown and supporting 
it out of municipal revenue. “We 
are becoming congestei out here,” 
he continued,” and an aquarium 
would attract just as many people 
as the Zoo does. if it was down- 
town, on either the Memorial Plaza 
or the Aloe Plaza, there would be 
60,000 or 70,000 persons coming 
there on good Sundays. 

“Out here it would not increase 
attendance much. The people who 
came here would go on to the 
aquarium. However, if it were 
placed downtown, they would go 
to both. It would revive downtown 
activity on Sundays and holidays. 

“To do that it would be. neces- 
sary to let. the people vote on it. 
The aquarium item, however, does 
not provide that the building must 
be supported out of the zoo’s mill 
tax and I hope the zoo is not called 
on to support it. If it should be, 
the zoo would be at a standstill, 
particularly since our revenue has 
been greatly reduced the last two 
years. We would not be able to 
progress as we have in the past, 
and when an activity or a man 
does not progress, it goes back.”

VOTE FOR REPEAL VERIFIES 
"LITERARY DIGEST POL 


Last Year’s Figures Vary Less 
Than 6 Per Cent From This Year’s

NEW YORK, June 30.—The Lit- 
erary Digest, which last year con- 
ducted a nation-wide poll on the 
question of repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, calls attention this 
week to the approximate correctness 
of its poll in the states which have 
voted for repeal thus far. 

In the first 14 states to vote for 
repeal the percentages of votes cast 
for repeal are within less than 6 
per cent of the percentages shown 
by the Digest poll last year. New 
Jersey was closest, the difference 
being just under % of 1 per cent.

| The first article of the Recovery 
Act, said Smith, provides for the 
control of business and “is obvi- 
ously the work of the new school 
of socia] and economic planners.”

As 
time passes, the stature of Henry Shaw rises to colos- 
sal proportions in the consciousness of the commu- 
nity. His was a unique philanthropy, one of such a 
beneficent nature as to constitute perhaps the chief 
fame of St. Louis. Unless we are mistaken, the Ar- 
boretum at Gray Summit will become even more 
famous than the original garden in the city. It has 
infinitely gréater possibilities. 
The Henry Shaw boulevard, if it is to be so called, 
should share the fame of the garden itself. So to 
name it would, at any rate, express in some part the 
sentiment of a grateful community. 
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MODEL HOUSING FOR ST. LOUIS. 
Within the next few months, St. Louis is likely to 
witness the beginning of an attack upon its slum 
districts which, in the end, may eliminate them from 
the city. Within walking distance of downtown is a 
large area of old, broken-down dwelling places, many 
of them built as long as 60 years ago, ridden with 
vermin, with practically no plumbing facilities—in 
short, unfit for human habitation. 
Under the direction of J. A. Wolf, director of Neigh- 
borbood House, an effort is being made to acquire a 
block in a slum district and to érect a series of model 
tenements, to be made available at low rentals for 
those now dwelling in the district.

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DR. McBRIDE ON THE REPEAL VOTE. 

Viewing his scattered battalions, Dr. F. Scott Me- 
Bride, general superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, gives an explanation of the rout. He finds 
consolation in discovering that “available drys who 
failed to go to the polls and vote could have prevent- 
ed a majority for repeal.” The figures, he points out, 
show that thé total vote for repeal thus far has been 
less than one-third of the eligible vote in the states 
concerned, and less than 40-per cent of the presiden- 
tial vote. 
Since the furious campaign of last fall brought out, 
for all parties, only 58.4 per cent of the eligible voters, 
a showing of some 33 per cent for ofe side alone in the 
prohibition referenda seems quite a respectable fig- 
ure. It is particularly so whén one considers the 
heated vacation season when most of the polls were 
taken, the fact that this is the busy time of year for 
farmers, that the redult was in most instances a 
foregone conclusion, which aroused little incéntive 
to vote, and that the number of doubtful states has 
dwindled to Jess than a half-dozen. 

As to Dr. McBride’s indictment of stay-at-home 
drys, his estimate of their number appears rather 
hypothetical, based more on past than present facts. 
Many once devoted drys have wearied of the noble 
experiment, and have modified their opinions, with 
the result that the movement definitely. began to 
break up more than a year ago. Surély, there would 
be mote reason for drys to yote, since their every bal- 
lot is needed, than for opponents of the eighteenth 
amendment, who have votes to spare.

Statesmanship and Speculation 


LONDON, June 30. 


HE countries of Continental Europe | 


which went through the agonies of ex- 

treme budgetary inflation’ after the war 
or witnessed the experience of othér coun- 
tries at first hand are now making a dés- 
perate defense of what remains of the inter- 
national gold standard. The most vuiner- 
able spots are Holland and Switzerland, the 
two nations which still are holding their 
currencies at the pre-war gold rate. The 
pressure upon them, by the competition of 
the depreciated dollar, of the depreciated 
money of the sterling bloc and of the silver 
countries, is tremendous. 

This compétition is not only strangling 
their trade, but the example of relief 
through rising prices in América and else- 
where is producing énormous impulses 
among their people to hope and to fear that 
they, too, will have an inflation. The reper- 
cussions from Holland and Switzerland are 
felt in Belgium, Germany, Italy and, final- 
ly, in France. 

In these countries, whatever may be the 
rational view of monetary inflation, there 
are great massés of people who have devel- 
oped an entirely understandable phobia 
against another depreciation of their cur- 
rencies. Yet their currencies are threat- 
ened, in some méasufe by the pressure of 
external forces; in even greatér measure 
by the ‘phobia among the people. Their ex- 
perience some years ago was so terrible 
that there is a latent panic at the possibil- 
ity of their being forced off the gold stand- 
ard again. 

Hence the insistent demand from the gold 
countries, with France the leader, for as- 
sufances, for declarations, for measures to 
stop the depreciation of the dollar. Hence 
their opposition to almost any proposal 
which seeks to raise world prices by méans 
which are not compatible with the most 
perfect and the most soothing orthodoxy 
of the gold standard. 

The phobia of inflation among the Conti- 
nental peoples, the latest panic expressing 
itself in hoarding and in flight, the political 
and social necessity of defending the gold 
standard—these are the considerations which 
compél the French and their financial allies 
‘not ohly to oppose projects which aim to 
taise worl@ prices, but to demand agree- 
ments which their people will interpret. as 
opposing any inflationary tendéncy. 
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In this conflict,. most. of. the countries 
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speculation, which is tending to induce 
panic on thé Continent, will pull some or all 
of the gold countries off the gold standard, 
I do not vénture to predict. But that the 
spéculation is énormously powerful no one 
can doubt. 

The question for us is whether, with the 
dollar depréciated nearly 25 per cent from 
gold, as it was Wednesday, we are now 
somewhere near the point where we must 
take stock and ask ourselves whether the 
dollar has not dépreciated enough. At this 
point of depreciation, a very large increase 
of domestic prices is not only possible, but 
still necessary to justify so low a valué for 
the dollar. A devaluation at somewhere 
around 25 or 30 per cent cannot now be far 
away from the objective set when the ad- 
ministration left the gold standard. It is 
difficult to see why devaluation, somewhere 


around the present point, should check, ex- · 


cept perhaps momentarily, in ultra-specula- 
tive circles, the réal and the steady advance 
of Américan prices based upon the enhance- 
ment of purchasing power and the revival 
of business.

These are admittedly very difficult deci- 
sions to make. But when you undertake 
to manage a currency, you have to have 
courage to manage it by making decisions 
of this sort. The alternative is to let mat- 
ters drift, and wait to see what speculation 
will do in the next few weeks. Theré are 
arguments for this course. There are men 
who believe that speculation will push 
enough countries off the gold standard to 
precipitate a world-wide boom in commodi- 
ties, and that this boom, though it will pro- 
duce very serious problems indeed, is the 
natural way by which a world that is too 
divided to control economic events will 
emerge from the great deflation of the past 
four years. |

IN FIGHT ON BLINDNESS 


Journal of State Medical Asso- 
ciation Says Missouri Is 
Leading World. 


“Missouri lesds the world in fa- 
cilities for combating blindness in 
both adults and children,” says The 


ical Association, which in its cur- 
rent issue cites accomplishments in 
this State designed to avert blind- 
ness. 

Knowledge of the causes of blind- 
ness is essential to a campaign for 


the prevention of blindness. the edi- 
torial says, pointing out the value 
of the trachoma research and treat- 
ment activities centering at the 
hospital of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service at Rolla. Other 
major causes of blindness, it says, 
are syphilitic optic atrophy in chil- 
dren and adults and hereditary 
blindness in children. It urges an 
educational and publicity campaign 
against these scourges. 

Steps leading to the discovery of 
the causes of blindness are outlined 
in the editorial, which recalls that 
the Missouri Commission for the 
Blind obtained statistics on about 
6000 blind persons over 21 years old 
through answers on their pension 
application papers. The first count 
and later counts confirmed the 
premise that trachoma remains the 
greatest single cause of blindness 
in the State, accounting for 26 per 
cent of all the applications for pen- 
sions, based on a survey in 1923. 

But the hospital at Rolla was 
then established and in 1932 only 13 
per cent of new pensioners had 
trachoma. The editorial points out 
that 1911 marks the first concerted 
attempt in Missouri for the preven- 
tion of blindness and details the 
development of agencies to com- 
bat the affliction since that period.

MACARONI MAKERS T0 SUBMIT 
CODE IN ABOUT TWO WEEKS 


Manufacturers of 3 of Eight States. Ap 

prove. Tentative Draft 
National Association. 

The National Macaroni Manufac- 


‘turers’ Association will be ready to 


submit its eode of fair competition 
under the agricultural adjustment 
act within two weeks, L. S. Vag- 
nino, vice-president, said today fol- 
lowing a meeting yesterday at 
which a tentative code drafted by 
the national organization was ap- 
proved by manufacturer of eight 
states. 

Other regional meetings will be 
held this week and early next 
week. Application for a hearing 
will be made as soon as ratification 
has been completed. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch, the 
code’s labor provisions include a 
maximum 45-hour week, as com- 
pared to an average of 55 hours 
now worked by employes, and raises 
wages from T0 to 20 per cent de 
pending on the type of work done. 
Specific minimum wage rates are 
50 cents an hour for those occupied 
in actual manufacturing, 35 cents 
for helpers and 25 cents for women, 
employed largely in packing plants. 
The processing tax of 30 cents a 
bushel on wheat will result in an 
increase in the cost of macaroni of 
about % of a cent a pound, Vag- 
nino, who also is manager of the 
American Beauty Macaroni Ca., 
said.

Correcting Faults 


not unusual for parents to

[< along, blind to their children’s 
ults, until some unpleasant or 


fbunfortunate occurrence suddenly 
‘brings them to their 


Then, suddenly, they see that a 
great many things are wrong and 
all at once set about. correcting 
them. all. 

The more things that are wrong 
with a child’s béhavior the more 
carefully, we must go about trying | 
to help him correct the faults. To 
be suddenly disapproved of in a 
wholesale fashion can only make 
him coyfused, irritated and un- 
happy. 

What was all right yesterday has 
suddenly become wrong today. Yes- 
terday’s easy tolerance has disap- 
peared for no reason that he can 
see, and he finds himself facing a 
running fire of correction and nag- 
ging, in a chilling atmosphere of 
continual disapproval. 

Nine children out of 10 respond 
to such treatment by becoming 
\worse behaved than before or by 
becoming resentful, sullen, secretive 
and unhappy. 

When suddenly it dawns on you 
that in a number of respects your 
child’s conduct is not all it should 
be, remember that it will do no 
good to try to make him all ovér at 
once. Instead, decide which one of 
his faults most urgently demands 
correction and concentrate on help- 
ing him get rid of that ONE before 
you attempt to correct another. 

If he is a young child under 7, 
try to help him by suggesting the 
right behavior without especially 
referring to what he does that is 
wrong. : 

If he is older, tell him frankly 
what you_think ought to be 
changed and ask him to co-operate 
with you on a plan to meet the 
difficulty. Be sure to reward him 
with full appreciation and approval 
when he makes an effort to im- 
prove. 


Spending Money 


DUCATORS and specialists in 
E child guidance agree fhat it is 
os desirable to give children a reg- 
ular allowance, 

Many parents, while not ventur- 
ing to disagree with the soundness 
of the general idea, still refuse to 
give an allowance to their children. 
For this, they advance all sorts of 
reasons. 

They can’t afford the waste of 
money which would occur while the 
child was learning to manage such 
a regular weekly sum. Where the 
amount involved would be so smal! 
as to make such a reason appear 
foolish, they find others. 

The child would spend it all the 
first day and then come begging 
for more. He would go to picture 
shows of an undesirable nature. He 
wouldn’t be satisfied with the 
amount and would always be ex- 
pecting more. He would come to 
think that he should have money 


‘as a matter of course and become 


unreasonably demanding. 

Behind all such reasons one 
senses a single underlying motive 
on the part of the parent—an un- 
willingness to diminish ever slight- 
ly the child’s complete dependence 
upon him.
